„ PARIS—A garden city named after 


[Col. Charles A. Lindbergh is being 


erected at Chatillon, just outside of 
Paris, for the poor population in the 
vicinity of the Porte de Versailles. 
This Cité Jardin Lindbergh is in- 
¢tended to be a-link in a chain of 
beflowered villages around the capi- 
tal. A special committee has been 
e with the patronage of the 
Minister of Public Works, André 
Tardieu; ‘the Prefect of the Seine, 
the president of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, and the president of the National 
Union of Federations for Working 
Class Houses. 

The origin of the echeme which is 
being realized is extremely curious. 
When Paris, on that unforgettable 
night, awaited the arrival of Lind- 
bergh, a great flame flashed in the 
sky over Grenelle, adding to the 
illumination given by flashlights on 
Mont Valerien and at Le Bourget. 
The Grenelle light was caused by 
burning wooden dwellings erected 
by dwellers in a dismal zone by the 
old city walls.

SCHOOLS TURN 
TO DEVELOPING 
OF CHARACTER 


New Phase of Movement for 
Week-Day Religious Train- 
ing Is Reported

CHICAGO—Week-day religious edu- 
cation in this country appears to be 
taking a new turn, according to re- 
ports heard at the convention of the 
International Council of Religious 
Education here. This movement arose 
among the Protestant churches some 
15 years ago in an effort to sup”ly 
an element of education which the 
secularized public schools tended to 
overlook — spiritual development of 
the child. 

It has grown until in about 700 
communities public schools excuse 
children from certain classes to at- 
tend religious schools, which ther 
parents approve.

“There is a growing feeling that 
week-day religious education may 
be only a temporary expedient lead- 
ing to a deve,oped program of char- 
acter education in the schools,“ 
said Mr. McKibben. “Or it may lead 
to a method of correlating public 

school education and religious 
education in a manner much more 
effective than is now the case. 

“Of course it is problematic. We 
don’t know. But I believe that 
eet the next 10 years church edu- 

cators should study carefully and 
thoroughly the possibilities and limi- 
tations of character education within 
the schools. They should find out 
what it can do and what it can’t do. 
The question will have to be 
answered: Will it be possitle to in- 
clude those phases of religious edu- 
cation upon which all agree?” 

Standards Ra-scd 


The last year’s development of the 
church schools for week-day 
ligious education has not been so 
much in number as in quality. 
Standards have been raised, said Mr. 
McKibben. The greatest development 
of week-day religious education was 
reported in ‘Ohio, Kansas, Minnesota 
and South Dakota by Thomas S. 
Evans, director of vacations and 
week-day church schools for the 
council, # 

Vacation Bible schools are spread- 
ing in foreign countries, the conven- 
tion was told, Distant Korea headed 
the list with 350, under management 
of Korean church teachers. The 
Philippines -were credited with 200, 
Hawaii with 36, Cuba with 25, and 
Syria and Palestine with 10. Vaca- 
tion schools have been started in 
Mexico, South: America, India and 
China. 

A back-to-the-Bible“ movement 
has taken impetus from the week- 
day schools, Edwin L. Shaver of the 
Congregational Publishing Society, 
Boston, indicated.

MONTREAL—In spite of govern- 
mental control of sales, which wet ad- 
vocates claimed would eliminate the 
evils of the liquor traffic, drunken- 
ness has increased here by 50 per 
cent during the last year, according 
to a statement made by A. A. Des 
Roches, Alderman and chairman of 
the executive committee of the city, 
in which he urged the city council 
to ask the Quebec Legislature to adopt 
a bill making any person found in a 
“blind pig” without legal excuse 
liable to a fine and imprisonment. 

“Around 4300 cases of drunken- 
ness were before the Recorders’ 
courts last year,” he said. “That is 
around 1500 more cases than in 
1926 and is an increase of 50 per 
cent. There is only one thing to do— 
cut off the clientele of these dives. 
‘They, have got to be closed up. When 
it comes to the point where 40 or 50 
people get together in a “blind pig” 
drinking Sundays and out of hours, 
the situation is such that action 
must be taken.”

LONDON--The British Govern 


ment's attitude toward international 


disarmament and the general arbitra- 
tion agreement was stated by Lord 
Cushendun and the Marquess of Salis- 
bury in the House of Lords last night 
in a debate initiated by Viscount 
Cecil of Chelwood. 

“The main difficulty in which the 
British Government. finds itself at 
Geneva is due to the zeal and haste 
with which it has already disarmed,” 
said Lord Cushendun, replying to 
Lord Cecil's demand that Great 
Britain should pass forward toward 
a policy of international disarma- 
ment and accept the jurisdiction of 
the Permanent Court of International 
Justice. , 

Regarding international disarma- 
ment, Lord Cushendun said that 
other nations had not made corre- 
sponding reductions, but, he added:

The speaker began by saying that 
hé was a moralist rather than an 
economist. At the same time, he 
added, he believed there was a point 
where*morals and political economy 
met and united, Moral idealism was 
ineffective without businesslike 
methods, and business methods were 
of still less use unless backed by 
moral ideals. 

The consumer might be defined as 
the person who paid. everything. He 
paid the wages, the profits, the taxes 
and the protective duties where such 
duties were imposed. The more ‘he

It fol- 
lowed that the best business from the 
economic point of view that they 
could possibly engage in was the 
business of raising the moral quality 
of human beings all over the worid.

01 the $50,000, only $9000 may go for 
field investigation. 

Investigation on the cotton waste, 
according to George K. Burgess, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Standards, 
showed stalks are already uséd in a 
small way in making partition tiles, 
but that it is much more valuable as 
a fertilizer. Experiments under way 
would separate the cotton linters 
from the bran in the waste hulls to 
produce pyroxilene lacquers, while 
the brans would produce fertilizer, 
cellulose and even food products 
from “xylose.” Synthetic resins and 
plasters also come from furfural, 
which is derived from the waste 
hulls.

Its first great strength lies in its 
hardihood and vigor, its tenacious 
grip of the soll, and its unusually 
rapid development. For frosts and 
snows it cares nothing, and summer 
suns cannot scorch it. Unlike many 
other plants, it has no special season 
of growth. It takes the year as it 
finds it, and goes on producing and 
sowing its seeds regardiess of the 
coming of spring, summer, autumn, 
or winter. 

The seeds of many plants refuse 
to germinate until springtime, and in 
a number of cases they even have to 
rest until the second or third spring 
before: they show any signs of 
growth at all. But shepherd’s purse 
seeda will grow whenever you cafe to 
sow them, and the whole plant often 
passes through several generations 
in the course of a single year.

Holst’s “Egdon Heath”

he/ wishes it impressed abroad, par- 
ticularly in the United States, that 
the music of. Italy is not wholly op- 
eratic. Bernardino Molinari’s coming 
to this country, at the invitation of 
St. Louis, was, according to an au- 
thority, in the nature of a special 
mission to make known the serious 
composers of Italy. 

If the Duce actually had this in- 
tention, and rates Molinari’s impor- 
tance as a musical propagandist 
next to that of Toscanini, it is a mat- 
ter of surprise that the visiting 
maestro did not make more of his 
opportunity. In the light of Molinari’s 

five programa in St. Louis, and the 
one he presented in New York, he 
negligently performed his mission. 
On no program did he present a sym- 
phony of Italian composition. 

In fact, he presented the works of 
very few Italian composers. So far 
as the serious music composed by 
Italians for the concert hall is con- 
cerned, we are not much the wiser. 
Respighi, whom we had often heard, 
was given an authoritative presenta- 
tion, and after him Tommasini, Zan- 
donal and Amfitheatrof. Of the elder 
Italians, there were unforgettable 
presentations of Corelli and Vivaldi. 
But where were the works of Al- 
fano, Pizzetti, Malipiero, Sinigaglia. 
Casella and others important to our 
education? Molinari’s visit should 
have been an opportunity to make 
known to us the wealth of Italian 
symphonic music. There are musical 
traditions that it was our right to 
receive from him. Why come thou- 
sands of miles merely to repeat the 
old story of Beethoven, Wagner, 
Schubert, Richard Strauss. Dukas, 
Debussy when there was nothing in 
the retelling to enrich us? 

Molinari’s fifth and last symphony 
program was, it is scarcely too much 
to say, the weakest in the imme- 
diate history of our series. It was 
made up, for the most part, of ex- 
cerpts from Italian operas, mostly 
second rate. The redeeming feature 
of this concert was the singing of 
Tito Schipa. The rule of the Sym- 
phony Society is to allow the artist 
one encore; the audience, at the 
Saturday evening concert, compelled 
Tito Schipa to take five! 

Molinari is a very able conductor, 
and his contact with the orchestra 
has been of the utmost constructive 
benefit to that body of players. For

There is little, however, in the 
decorative arts section of the ex- 
hibition to acknowledge the modern- 
istic tendencies afioat.

Other decorative contributions to 
be specially noted are Augustus V. 
Tack’s murals for the same building, 
Thomas H. Benton's robustly de- 
signed panels illustrating American 
history, Fred Dana Marsh’s Sporting 
Panel for a country club, the tapes- 
try from a design by Buk Ulreich, J.

It would be hard to imagine a 
more delicately framed program than 
that put forward by Gerald Cooper 
for his third concert at A®olian Hall 
on Jan. 24. Simply and solely it was 
a recital of songs by Fauré and De- 
bussy, sung by Claire Croiza (her 
first appearance in England) and ac- 
companied by George Reeves. The 
Five Melodies and six of the “Bonne 
Chanson” ‘set represent Fauré. 
while 12 songs by Debussy included 
some of his best, and most famous. 

Fitness linked all elements. No 
other composers have given to 
French poems more exquisite coun- 
terparts in music, and no other na- 
tion has produced quite this blend- 
ing of distinction and economy. By 
never pushing to the limits of emo- 
tional expression, and by a strange 
melodic sensibility which expresses 
Uself in sounds that are more an 
emanation of the curve and cadence 
of the verse than an invented tune, a 
wonderful refinement invests the 
songs.

Except in the playing of the Hewitt 
Quartet there was none of this econ- 
omy about the program given at 
the Court House by the Contem- 
porary Music Center on Jan, 23. 
Three works were presented—the 
String Quartet by Alberic Magnara 
(recently discussed in these col- 
umns), Bax’s Third Pianoforte 
Sonata in G Sharp Minor, here played 
for the first time in London by Har- 
riet Cohen, and the fine String Quar- 
tet by Bloch. They occupied the best 
part of three hours. There is no 
need to labor the point. But it is 
somewhat curious that modern com- 
posers, who exalt intellect in music, 
relegating emotion to Beethoven, 
Wagner and the past, frequently 
shift to their hearers those strenuous 
orderings of thought which the 
older composers fought out for them- 
selves before they presented a work 
in its finel form. 

The latest Bax Pianoforte Sonata 
is full of this flux of music. Power- 
ful, romantic, Celtic in its strength 
and Celtic in its limitations, it pours 
by like a flood that, bright and dark, 
leaves most the memory of its own 
onrush. 

A work by Bax, also. played by 
Harriet Cohen, was prominent in the 
Royal Philharmonic Society’s concert 
at Queen’s Hall on Jan. 26. These 
Symphonic Variations contain music 
that is effective, even beautiful, for 
both pianoforte and orchestra. Far- 
lier in style (their date is 1920) they 
exhibit plenty ef variety. But dif- 
fuseness lowers their vitality. 


The greatest interest of the eve- 
ning centered upon the London 
“premiére” of Malipiero’s Symphonic 
Fragments from “St. Francis of As- 
sisi,” and upon the conductorship of 
Basil Cameron.

Other fine accomplishments in this 
department are Helme and Corbett’s 
apartment hotel at No. 1 Fifth Avenue 
(New York City), John Mead Howells 
Memorial Auditorium for the Pratt 
Institute (Brooklyn, N. Y.), Reginald 
D. Johnson's Santa Barbara Biltmore 
(silver medal), Murgatroyd and 
Ogden’e Hotel Barbizon (New York 
City); W. L. Bottemly’s residences 
for William Ziegler (New York) and 
Kenneth Van Riper (Palm Beach), 
Aymar Bmbury’s West College, 
Princeton; Post and Sons’ the War- 
wick (New York); Peabody, Wilson, 
and Brown’s Southampton Beach 
Club; Albert Kahn’s Maccabees and 
New Fisher Buildings, Detroit; 
Walker and Gillette’s Industrial 
Trust Company Building, Providence, 
R. I., and Clarence Steins proposed 
Art Institute for Pasadena. 

In landscape architecture the vari- 
ous accomplishments of the Olmstead 
Brothers stand out with special sig- 
nificance and dignity, and should 
serve as inspiration for all students 
of this particular art. The gardens 
of the Serendipity Antique Shop in 
Pasadena, by Florence Yoch and 
Lucille Council, are splendidly 
worked out in the Mediterranean 
manner of the West Coast, and Ruth 
Dean’s Long Island garden and a 
New York town garden are fine ex- 
amples of how East Coast gardening 
problems can be artietically solved. 


Chicago Contemporary 
Music Center Makes Bow

CHICAGO — Karol Szymanowski’s 
violin concerto, its solo part inter- 
preted by Paul Kochanski, was the 
chief feature of interest presented 
by the Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
at its concerts Feb. 10 and 11. The 
composer of this work belongs to the 
new order.

The intonation in 
Bach's work was often uncertain 
and the violinist was inclined to play 
the piece unrhythmically. 

The purely orchestral contribu- 
tions to the program were the G 
minor Symphony my Mozart and the 
finale from. Wagner's Siegfried.“ 
Both these inspirations were read 
with great beauty. 

Among the events of the week in 
music has been the. first concert by 
the Chicago chapter of the Interna- 
tional Society for Contemporary 
Music, given Feb. 8. The chapter has 
only recently been founded and it 
has lost no time in disclosing its 
purposes and its aims. The music- 
making began with the sixth String 
Quartet by Milhaud, a comparatively 
innocuous composition whose per- 
formance by the Gordon Quartet was 
considerably more remarkable for 
charm than the work itself. 

Edward Collins played with excel- 
lent understanding two movements 
of the Serenade in A for piano by 
Stravinsky, one of the comparatively 
late works in which that master 
lights the way back to Bach by the 
torch of modern art. Mr. Collins 
took part, with Rudolph Reuter; in a 
rhapsody for two pianos. which, en- 
titled “Alt Wein,” offered the sanest 
and most satisfactory music of the 
program.

The poet Keats said—one hopes 
the irony was unconscious—that 
‘Heard melodies are sweet, but those 
unheard are sweeter.” As a musi- 
Clan Wagner ean afford to throw 
overboard the dramatized philosophy t 
and text of his operas, the singers 
and even the opera house itself. With 
these indeed vanish many of his 
chief ssthetic weaknesses. He is so 
popular in London concert halls, and 
his purple patches are so familiar, 
that even to the amateur the dots 
and dashes of the score readily trans- 
late themselves into sound. Wag- 
ner’s music, in fact, will soon be 
independent of the orchestra. 

Albert Coates conducted the first 
symphony concert of the year, given 
by the London Symphony Orchestra. 
The program was devoted entirely to 
Wagner and drew a full house.

Her 
partner, Mr. Walter Widdop, pursued 
a rather straight and narrow vocal 
way. One was grateful to both for 
the absence of that coarseness of 
tone and exaggeration of phrase with 
which opera singers often annihilate 
space and time in the concert room.

Mr. Coates’ old experience as a 
conductor of opera in Russia and 
Germany was strikingly evident in 
his orchestral accompaniment. One 
has seldom heard a better balance 
and ensemble with the

ble for much misunderstanding, par- 
ticularly in those whose knowledge 
of music is little enough to Be 


definitions were — 2 or accurate 
about, say, the Troubadour period 
—yet thousands of concertgoers still 
think and listen in these terms. The 
moment the “solo” voice or instru- 
ment begins they glue their atten- 
tion to it and hear only that single 
section of the musical structure. If 
their impression of a work like 
Ravel's ‘“Histoires Naturelles —or 
for that matter, of any work by any 
com poser —were reproducible, what 
a queer thing it would be! In these 
days of widespread musical culture 
really fine “accompanying” is still 
rare and a virtuous conductor is 
about the last person from whom to 
expect it.

John Coates is not only a fine 
craftsman—what English singer has 
a better diction or breath control 
but everything he sings catches fire 
from a glowing imagination. He even 
interested us in the sorrows of the 
German youth who, according to the 
English translation, said to the 
brook, Ah, streamlet, dearest 
streamlet, thou meanest so well,” 
and on another occasion asked the 
same brook: 

Hast thou led me aright, 
My bright little friend?
